McMINNVILLE, Tenn.—On Sunday, April 28, 1957, 
the Church of God in McMinnville, Tennessee, opened 
its doors to welcome everyone to the dedicatory service. 


The new building is modern in every way. The 
auditorium is 40 feet by 75 feet and furnished with 
factory-built pews and pulpit to match. The walls are 
white plaster and the windows are of colored glass, 
adding to the beauty of the auditorium. The floors are 
of .hardwood, finished to blend with the furniture. 
There are 12 classrooms, 2 bathrooms, pastor’s study, 
baptistry and space for a kitchen and 10 additional 
classrooms. The building is valued at $100,000, but with 
so many donations and so much free labor from out- 
siders, as well as from our church members and good 
pastor, we are left with an indebtedness of only $13,000. 

The supervision of this building program was under 
the leadership of our pastor, Calvin Wigley. It took 
only 8 months to complete the building. 

Every department of our church is encouraged and 
has a zeal to work for God. 

I am sure that our pastor, Brother Wigley, will be 
rewarded for the many hard hours of labor he has 
spent on our beautiful building, as well as for the way 
he has worked for the progress of our church.

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“Sirs, what must I do to be saved?” Acts 16:30. 


HE GREAT AND MOST important question 

that mankind everywhere needs to ask is not— 

What can I do to make headlines this year; 
to become world famous, or to become a millionaire? 
No, a thousand times no. It is nothing so trivial, so 
earth-confining as any of these things. It is the mo- 
mentous question that deals with time and eternity, 
“Sirs, what must I do to be saved?” 

The setting of our Scripture text is in a Roman 
prison. Paul and Silas, having been moved upon by 
the Holy Ghost to go into Macedonia and proclaim the 
glad tidings of salvation through Jesus, obeyed ex- 
plicitly and obtained passage on a ship sailing for 
Europe. Sailing a straight course they reached the. is- 
land of Samothracia and anchored there for the night. 
From thence they sailed to Neapolis. The apostles did 
not linger in Neapolis but traveled on to Philippi, the 
chief city of that part of Macedonia, about ten miles 
away. 

Here God marvelously rewarded their labors. Lydia, 
a gentile proselyte, opened her heart to the teachings 
of Christ and gladly welcomed the apostles into her 
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home. Here also was a damsel, a slave girl possessed 
with an evil spirit and used by her masters for mer- 
cenary motives. After being grieved for several days, 
Paul turned and said to the evil spirit, “I command 
thee in the name of Jesus Christ to come out of her.” 
And he came out the same hour. 

Angry because their source of gain was gone, her 
masters immediately laid hands on Paul and Silas 
and brought them to the magistrates. Without suffi- 
cient investigation, they were hastily condemned, il- 
legally beaten and thrown into the inner prison. Here 
they were made fast in the stocks. How different 
these prisoners! Not groans, or curses, or complaints, 
but from the dungeon came the sound of praying. 
How true the words of Tertullian: “The limbs do not 
feel the stocks when the heart is in heaven.” 

Counting it all joy to suffer for Christ’s sake they 
began to sing praises unto God. Heaven itself was 
moved and there came a mighty earthquake. Sudden- 
ly the prison was shaken, doors were opened and the 
bands not only of Paul and Silas but of all the 
prisoners were loosed. The jailer awakened from his 
sleep, and seeing the prison doors open, drew out his 
sword and would have killed himself. But Paul cried 
with a loud voice saying, “Do thyself no harm; we are 
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all here.” Realizing his peril the jailer immediately 
fell down before Paul and Silas and cried out, “Sirs, 
what must I do to be saved?” Oh jailer, bless that 
day when the soul cried out its need! 

Dear reader, are you subduing that same cry in your 
bosom? Have you been rushing to and fro, giving no 
heed to that inner voice? Think not, my friend, that 
the inner man can be satisfied by temporal things. 
That part of you that was created to live on yearns 
for its rightful master, for fellowship with the divine. 
Paul and Silas had the answer: “Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ and thou shalt be saved.” Gladly the jail- 
er accepted the good news, for the Scripture says he 
rejoiced, believing in God with all his house. 

The answer is ever the same. Do not stumble at 
the very simplicity of the gospel. In Acts 4:12 it is 
written: “Neither is there salvation in any other: 
for there is none other name under heaven given 
among men, whereby we must be saved.” 


GoD LOVES YOU, yea, even so much that 
He spared not His own Son but delivered Him up for 
us all; how shall He not with Him also give us all 
things? 

Almost two millenniums have passed since the an- 
gel Gabriel was sent by God unto a city of Galilee, 
Nazareth, to a virgin named Mary, espoused: to a man 
whose name was Joseph, of the house of David; and 
made that glorious proclamation that God had chosen 
her to bear His Son. An angel also appeared to Joseph 
saying, “Joseph, thou son of David, fear’not to take 
unto thee Mary thy wife: for that which is con- 
ceived in her is of the Holy Ghost. And she shall 
bring forth a son, and thou shalt call his name 
J ES U S: for he shall save his people from their 
sins.” 

As it was God’s plan then, so it is today, that only 
through His Son would mankind be saved from the 
awful sentence of’ sin..1 John 5:11, 12, “And this is 
the record, that:God hath given to us eternal life, and 
this life is in his Son. He that hath the Son hath life; 
and he that hath not the Son of God hath not life.” 

Yes, God gave His only Son, born in a lowly manger 
and reared in a humble carpenter’s home. He walked 
on this earth as a man among men. He that had 
known the glories of heaven once said of Himself, “The 
foxes have holes, and the birds of the air have nests; 
but the Son of man hath not where to lay his head.” 
Even in His most trying hours His friends forsook 
Him. His own denied and betrayed Him. Evil men laid 
hands on Him and condemned Him to death, even the 
death of the cross. 

You who feel the burden of sin upon your soul and 
know the anguish of a great guilt that alone you can 
do: nothing about, multiply’ that by the number of 
every person that has lived-since the beginning of time 
and you will know a ‘portion of the agony that Jesus 
suffered on the cross. The nails in His: hands and feet, 
the sword piercing His side, the crown of thorns 
pressed upon His brow were all painful and our hearts 
bleed when we think on these things: But men have 
been crucified before. They have been burned at the 
stake, have suffered in countless different ways. But 
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never had there been or never again will there be an- 
other man like Jesus, who bore in His own body our 
sins, who took upon Himself the guilt of every man, 
woman, boy or girl, who in Himself knew no sin, who 
stood blameless before the Almighty, yet took upon 
Himself the sins of all mankind and suffered the 
punishment that was justly yours and mine. Yea, He 
suffered even the absence of the Father that we, in 
and by His name, might never have to suffer but 
might live in the glorious light of His presence for- 
ever. No wonder the songwriter penned those beautiful 
words: 


“Take the name of Jesus with you, 
Child of sorrow and of woe; 

It will joy and comfort give you, 
Take it then where’er you go. 


“Take the name of Jesus ever 

As a shield from ev’ry snare; 

If temptations round you gather, 
Breathe that holy name in prayer.” 


Paul writes in Philippians 2:9-11, “Wherefore God 
also hath highly exalted him (Jesus), and given him 
a name which is above every name: that at the name 
of Jesus every knee should bow, of things in heaven, 
and things in earth, and things under the earth; and 
that every tongue should confess that Jesus Christ is 
Lord, to the glory of God the Father.” 

All this God hath done. Can you believe? 

Do you believe in your heart that Jesus is the Son 
of God as the Scripture has said? Do you believe that 
He has paid your debt? Do you believe that God ac- 
cepted the payment in full and for Christ’s sake will 
freely pardon you? 

Then confess to Him your sins, forsake the old 
paths, by faith reach up and take the great hand of 
God, for by grace are ye saved. Dear friend, you and 
you alone can make this decision. John 1:12, 13, “But 
as many as received him (Christ), to them gave he 
power to become the sons of God, even to them that 
believe on his name: which were born, not of blood, 
nor of the will of the flesh, nor of the will of man, 
but of God.” “Not of blood”—you will never be a Chris- 
tian just because your parents were. They may have 
been ever so good, and, if so, made a great impression 
upon your life, but conversion is an individual thing. 
YOU must be born again. “Nor of the will of flesh”— 
it is not enough to “turn over a new leaf’ or decide to 
do better. Neither can you do some great thing to 
atone for your sins. “Not by works of righteousness” 
—but according to His mercy He saved us. “Nor of the 
will of man”—no man has the power to forgive your 
sins. Only our heavenly Father, through the blood of 
His Son Jesus, can wash away your sins. 

Delay no longer, accept Him now, for “if thou shalt 
confess with thy mouth the Lord Jesus, and shalt be- 
lieve in thine heart that God hath raised him from 
the dead, thou shalt be saved.” 

“For with the heart man believeth unto righteous- 
ness; and with the mouth confession is made unto 
salvation.” 








revealed to man, from the standpoint of the 
Bible, is the Pentecostal faith. There is no other 
religion which can compare with the effectiveness of 
Pentecost in bringing about and making known the di- 
vine will of God. Basically, every religion has these 
three components: a set of beliefs, emotional exper- 
iences accompanying those beliefs, and the conduct 
influenced by this faith and these experiences. It is in 
this light that I wish to approach the subject of the 
Pentecostal religion. 
In the first place then, let us consider the beliefs 
of Pentecost. They are the fundamental Christian doc- 
trines as are set forth in the New Testament, re- 
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vealed by Christ Jesus Himself and practiced by His 
Church. Pentecost today owes much to its fundamen- 
tal predecessors who came through with enough gos- 
pel truth to start a revival of the “latter rain” at 
about the beginning of the twentieth century. Since 
then, thousands of persons throughout the world have 
seen the light and walked in it to the satisfying of 
the deepest. longings of their souls. 

Why others are willing to stop with just the foun- 
dation laid of this great spiritual building is a mys- 
tery. It seems that. anyone who had really met Jesus 
our Saviour would want to continue the building un- 
til it was completely and perfectly finished. Some love 
the preaching of John the Baptist, and even claim 
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him as their preacher, but they have never thoroughly 
digested John’s entire message. They are the kind of 
people who will say amen while John flogs the Phari- 
sees and the hypocrites, demanding fruits to prove 
they have repented; but just let John get to preaching 
more than repentance and get to telling them, “I in- 
deed baptize you with water unto repentance: but he 
that cometh after me is mightier than I, whose shoes 
I am not worthy to bear: he shall baptize you with 
the Holy Ghost, and with fire” and you will see these 
people scatter so quickly that they cannot remember 
a thing John did but baptize in water. 

Paul found a group of John’s disciples in Ephesus 
who knew only the baptism of John, and he asked 
them a question that every man in the world should 
have to answer: “Have you received the Holy Ghost 
since you believed?” After explaining to them that 
John merely baptized with water for repentance, and 
that John had served as the forerunner of Jesus 
Christ, Paul instructed them further in the way of 
Pentecost. Then he laid his hands on them, and the 
Holy Ghost came upon them, and they spake with 
tongues and prophesied. 

In these latter days, it is of absolute necessity that 
we know our beliefs, and know that they are based 
entirely on the teachings of the New Testament. Some 
people have made it their business to study God’s 
Word in order to build “upon the foundation of the 
apostles and prophets, Jesus Christ, Himself, being the 
chief corner stone.” Such was the business of the 
scribes in the time of Christ—to read the Scripture 
and interpret its meaning to the people. Of course 
those scribes grew corrupt in their interpretations, and 
Jesus had to transfer their job over to His disciples 
when He said, “Every scribe which is instructed unto 
the kingdom of heaven is like a man that is an house- 
holder, which bringeth forth out of his treasure things 
new and old.” Some people emphasize this aspect of 
their religion more than anything else, realizing that 
Jesus said, “Ye do err, not knowing the scriptures.” 
However, we cannot stop at only emphasizing 
a thorough knowledge of the Scriptures. We must go 
on to the emotional experiences accompanying our 
beliefs, knowing that in the same statement Jesus 
said, “Ye do err, not knowing the scriptures or the 
power of God.” 

Pentecost believes in a religion of the heart as well 
as the mind. It emphasizes the blessed experiences of 
forgiveness of sins, cleansing by the precious blood of 
the Lamb and the infilling of the believer with the 
supernatural power of the third Person of the God- 
head—the Holy Ghost. This breaks the power of Sa- 
tan, frees the believer from bondage and empowers 
him to witness for Jesus Christ. 


THIS BRINGS US to the third aspect of 
Pentecost. The main purpose of the baptism with the 
Holy Ghost is to make known to the believer, Christ 
his Saviour and help him go forth in the world bear- 
ing the fruits of a Christlike life. As mentioned before, 
some stress “knowing the Scriptures”; some empha- 
size “knowing the power”; while others emphasize 
“knowing the fruits.” 
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There should be no criticism of any individual if he 
stresses any one of these points, but there are much 
more satisfactory results in the long run, if one can 
be well-balanced with all three. To exemplify this 
point, let us take a look at the church at Corinth. In 
Paul’s first letter to them, he was somewhat dis- 
turbed because there was a three-way division among 
them about preachers. They had heard Paul, Apollos 
and Cephas, and some had preferred one or another 
of the three. 

Apollos is described in Acts as a great Bible scholar 
and teacher, very eloquent, but a little bit dry because 
he knew only the baptism of John. However, when the 
Pentecostals, Aquila and Priscilla, expounded to him 
the way more clearly, he really got on fire, “for he 
mightily convinced the Jews, and that publickly, shew- 
ing by the scriptures that Jesus was the Christ.” 


On the other hand, Cephas, from headquarters at 
Jerusalem, was a little more on the emotional side. 
He was the evangelistic type, used to swaying great 
congregations with his dynamic preaching, as on the 
Day of Pentecost. He depended on the moving of the 
Spirit while he preached, as at the house of Cornelius 
when the Holy Ghost fell. 


Paul was a combination of both the others and 
more, too. He was mighty in the Scriptures and 
mighty in power, but he stressed the fruits of the 
Spirit with the greatest emphasis. One has only to 
read 1 Corinthians 13 to see what Paul thought about 
the fruit of the Spirit. He declares in Galatians 5 
that “the fruit of the Spirit is love .. .” 


Thus, we see why the Corinthian church had its 
schisms. Some liked a teaching ministry; others liked 
an evangelistic ministry; while others liked the pas- 
toral type. It was then that Paul explained to them 
that one planted, another watered, another culti- 
vated, etc., but it was God who gave the increase. 
He summed it up by saying, “Whether Paul, or Apollos, 
or Cephas, or the world, or life, or death, or things 
present, or things to come; all are yours, and ye are 
Christ’s; and Christ is God’s.” Evidently, they did not 
realize that God “. . . gave some, apostles; and some, 
prophets; and some, evangelists; and some, pastors 
and teachers; for the perfecting of the saints, for the 
work of the ministry, for the edifying of the body of 
Christ: till we all come in the unity of the faith, and 
the knowledge of the Son of God, unto a perfect man, 
unto the measure of the stature of the fulness of 
Christ... .” 

“Therefore leaving the principles of the doctrine of 
Christ, let us go on unto perfection; not laying again 
the foundation of repentance from dead works, and 
of faith toward God, of the doctrine of baptisms, and 
of laying on of hands, and the resurrection of the 
dead, and of eternal judgment.” 


Yes, “and this will we do, if God permit.” We will 
go on to perfection, being enlightened, tasting of the 
heavenly gift, being made partakers of the Holy Ghost, 
tasting the Word of God and the power of the world 
to come, praying always that we shall not fall away, 
thus crucifying the Son of God afresh and putting 
Him to an open shame. 




















First in a Series of Sermons Entitled: 


Symbols of the Spirit 





IND IS AN INVISIBLE force producing visi- 
W ble results. So is the Spirit of God. We see 

the calm of the ocean as it is rippled into 
multiplied thousands of chopping, foaming waves, the 
silent and foreboding oak tree suddenly shaken as if 
it were attached to a supercolossal vibrator; yet we 
see no mechanical device bringing about these things. 
We see only the results of a great moving. 

It is the same with the Spirit of God. We see a man 
whose life is suddenly reversed, his energies re-routed, 
his former ambitions uprooted, and observe that he is 
moved in a great way but we never see the great 
Spirit of God that moves him. The Spirit is like the 
wind. In fact, the Greek and Hebrew words for the two 
are the same. Wind is described as breath, and the 
Spirit as the Wind or Breath of God. Both are myster- 
ious. 

Jesus, when speaking of the wind, said, “Thou canst 
not tell whence it cometh nor whither it goeth.” The 
wind then is not under the control of any man. Man 
can talk about how he wants the wind to blow; he 
can try with his cunning to decipher the course of 
it, but he cannot control how or when it blows, where 
it goes, or from where it comes. Can any man control 
the Spirit of God? No! God’s plan does not call for a 
man-controlled Spirit but on the contrary for Spirit- 
controlled men. The most definite thing we can say 
about the wind is that it is blowing and to take ad- 
vantage of it we must be able to recognize this. 

With the Spirit of God, although we cannot explain 
the depth and mystery of its source or the height 
and mysterious glory of its end, we must always recog- 
nize His presence and seek to take full advantage of 
His being in our midst. He gives no warning and 
again like the wind waits for no man or group of 
men to make a set of rules before He comes. There 
may be calm one moment and in the next be the wit- 
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nessing of a divine tempest blowing over the souls of 
men. As the wind comes suddenly, the Spirit also does 
to awaken and affect us. You may sit under a tree 
and take notice that there is not enough breeze stir- 
ring to tremble the most delicate limbs. Yet in a mo- 
ment’s time you will be aware of the noise of move- 
ment in part of the same tree, and in another short 
time the entire green-coated beauty of God’s creation 
is shaken to its roots. Sometimes as we wait, and only 
as we wait before God in perfect tranquility do we feel 
a slight movement; then in an instant our soul is 
shaken to its foundations by the mighty power of the 
Spirit of God awakening us and making us more alert 
to the cause of Christ. 

Wind produces power or, we might better say, is 
power. God is often seen moving in the form of wind; 
whether speaking to Job from a whirlwind, moving in 
a mulberry bush, splitting the Red Sea, or by giving 
an inside windstorm as He did on the Day of Pente- 
cost, there is always movement and power connected. 
As the wind turns the mill bringing powerful benefits 
to mankind, so does the Spirit of God move upon 
men with effects that are felt throughout the world. 
There is no such thing as a still wind. 

Consequently, there is no still manifestation of the 
Spirit of God. Every allusion to Him is in the moving 
classification. Wind has the power to comfort or to 
blow into a typhoon, to cool the fevered brow or .to 
blow away anything obstructing its free course. In 
its power it is the symbol of freedom; it is mighty, 
irresistible; nothing can stand in its way. The same 
motion of the same atmosphere, whether soothing or 
storming, will have its freedom or do no work. The 
Spirit as wind is freedom along with power, for the 
Scriptures say, “Whom the spirit maketh free is free 
indeed.” The poets call the winds “chartered liber- 
tines” and the saying “free as air” has become a prov- 
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erb. These aptly describe the free-flowing wonder- 
working power of the Spirit. The wind comes with 
sound as it did on the Day of Pentecost, but the sound 
is not always the thing that counts. Some persons 
want to shake the limbs and rattle the leaves so 
much that they miss the sweet voice of the Spirit 
when He speaks in a comfort-kissing zephyr. 

The wind may move in one place and not in an- 
other. Some boats win races because the wind blows 
more their way. Man fashions a boat from the World- 
maker’s creations. He nails boards together, pitches 
them, and strips them with aluminum; he fits this 
device with a mast and sails and then launches it 
upon a lake that is only a drop in the bucket of the 
Master’s handiwork. The mechanics are there, per- 
fection in boat building is obvious; yet this sleek craft 
does not move until the invisible wind fills and flings 
out its sails to capacity. Men fill their minds with 
the wisdom of humanity, and with mechanics de- 
vised by mere specks of clay we fashion a craft that 
is guaranteed to navigate and conquer the streams 
of life and time; yet we are nothing, can do nothing, 
say, see or be nothing until the mighty wind of God, 
His Holy Spirit, fills our void lives to capacity with 
His pulsating propulsion of power. The variety in the 
operations and might of the agent is seen in this 
symbol. : 

Wind in its own way is a life-giver and certainly 
so is the Spirit, for “it is the Spirit that quickeneth.” 
The breath of life is symbolized in the great vision 
of Ezekiel, the prophet. He was told to prophesy and 
the ministering of the word brought the working of 
the Spirit. The wind moved, or to be more correct, 
the four winds moved. Though thin and certainly hav- 
ing no body, they produced in the valley of dry bones 
results that were astounding. The life-giving Spirit 
brought flesh back to the pieces of bleaching calcium. 
Does not the Spirit of God do exactly the same today? 
Some say that they have life when they have it not. 
If there is to be life, then it must be related to the 
life that is supposed to be its source. “For as many as 
are led by the spirit of God, they are the sons of God.” 
Anyone or any organization that does not have the 
Spirit is dead. But, praises to God who with the pow- 
erful wind of His Spirit comes vehemently into the 
graveyard of prodigals, anoints someone to bring His 
Word and then blows a breeze on the bleaching bones 
of unbelievers and resurrects them into a great and 
glorious segment of His mighty Church. 


We need this kind of windstorm the world over to- 
day where millions are bleaching in the ideals of 
idolatry, pledges of paganism, modes of modernism, 
fieriness of fanaticism and utopias of undone deeds. 
One sweep of the mighty wind of God certainly can 
turn such a mass of putrefaction into a melody of 
life, setting straight the things that Satan has turned 
awry and restoring man again to the full and right- 
eous inheritance that is his. 

The wind on Pentecost came as the answer to the 
cry of the 120 saints gathered there. If the power that 
was manifest in the form of spiritual wind had been 
channeled into the natural wind and concentrated on 
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the same building, it would have demolished it, torn 
away the roof, and resulted in dn upheaval. Yet when 
coming in the form of spiritual power it did not tear 
down anything save the strongholds of Satan. It blew 
into the hearts of the 120 and started building up 
instead of leveling off. 

After ten days of praying and consecrating which 
had taken them from the bottom rock of humility 
up to the places where the seraphic rolls of glory 
hang, they are waiting. The eagle-pinioned bird of 
hope has made her flight toward the celestial store- 
house of the stars. Then a sound is heard. It is not 
the sound of an anemic governor wringing his hands 
crying, “His blood is not upon me.” Neither is it the 
sound of a whiplash on the Saviour’s back; it is not 
the sound of Roman sandals plodding their way up 
steep and dusty paths to a bloody Golgotha. The sound 
is not the blood gushing from the side of the lowly 
Nazarene or the quibbling of a group of adolescent- 
sounding disciples or fear-injected followers crying, 
“Is it I?” This is the sound of a cyclone, a roaring, 
twisting, whistling, rumbling wind not from the east, 
west, north or south, but directly from heaven, bring- 
ing on the tide of its billows the descendant conflagra- 
tion of Holy Ghost power. From the Upper Room this 
wind has blown and is blowing to fill the entire 
world. 

This power was ever present after Pentecost, work- 
ing through weak vehicles and waxed so full and 
forcible that it cast down strongholds, uprooted cities, 
opened prisons, captivated many thoughts, and made 
a conquest of the world that was bent in opposition 
against it. You cannot stop the wind and even more 
so, you cannot stop the Spirit of God. He touches 
whom He wiil with this power. As the gift of genius 
may come to the son of a sheepherder as well as to the 
son of a millionaire, so does the Spirit of God work. 
It operates above and beyond all limits of culture and 
position. It falls upon a tinker from Bedford and he 
writes The Pilgrim’s Progress. It falls upon a priest 
doing penance in Rome and he defies the entire 
world with one Scripture.

God Brings Lady Through 
the Valley of the Shadow 
of Death 


PALATKA, Fla. — I have a great 
testimony of healing to report, but 
first I want to make apologies and 
ask forgiveness for being so late 
in giving this great report of how 
wonderfully God came on the scene 
and healed me. It was at our dis- 
trict convention last night that I 
felt that I ought to write my testi- 
mony of healing. Brother Pratt, 
pastor of the Lake Weir church 
in Lakeland, Florida, was having 
charge of the service as our state 
overseer, Brother A. M. Phillips, 
was ill and could not be with us. 
Brother Pratt urged me to send 
in this testimony as it would cer- 
tainly help someone to have greater 
faith in their hour of need. 

It was 2% years ago that I was 
touched by the Lord. I had suf- 
fered for quite a long time at dif- 
ferent intervals for —. I knew 
I was weak spiritually and could 
not have the faith I needed to 
receive my healing. In August in 
1954 I went to Valdosta, Georgia, 
for X rays to see what could be 
the cause of my suffering. My nor- 
mal weight was around 130 pounds, 
but at this time I weighed only 
89 pounds. I am a tall person of 
5 feet 6 inches. I was told that 
I had a huge obstruction in my 
stomach. I could no longer keep 
what I ate and suffered abdominal 
pains and Lr pains continually. 
Dr. Owens of the Valdosta hospital 
did the operating. I thought that 
I had ulcers, which I did, but my 
stomach had healed, leaving a tre- 
mendous scar. They found that 
my gall bladder was filled to capa- 
city with stones and some had 
backed up into my intestional tract. 

My operation was a success but 
I had complications. The chemicals 
of my body were not performin; 
or functioning correctly and I wen 
‘into convulsions. My fever rose and 
finally one night I passed away for 
a short 14% minutes, while the nurse 
was taking a history of my family, 
apparently an obituary. My pulse 
faded on my right arm and the 
nurse went around the bed to take 
my other pulse; it was gone, too, 
so she left the room in great haste. 
She had previously asked my hus- 
band to leave, but he refused to 
leave me in this condition. 

As soon as the nurse left the 
room he hurried to the side of the 
bed and began to call on God. 
He had always believed God would 
bring me back in spite of the anx- 
iety of nurses and doctors. After 
a moment I breathed again. After 
that I had hemorrhage of the 
brain and the doctors declared 
that I would be an invalid and 
insane the rest of my life. One 
day while my husband was stand- 
ing by my side my memory came 
back to me. The doctors were 





amazed and thankful. I had to 
learn to walk again. I was in the 
hospital nearly a month but didn’t 
realize where I was but about a 
week of it. I now weigh about 180 
pounds; I am in good health, and 
six months ago I gave birth to a 
precious, beautiful baby girl who 
is the life of our home. My hus- 
band has as great faith as anyone 
on this earth, I guess. He has trust- 
ed the Lord with his body for 28 
years. While I was in this uncon- 
scious state the Holy Ghost wit- 
nessed through me to one of the 
special night nurses who was a 
Catholic. She inquired of my hus- 
band if I knew the Latin language. 
He explained about the Holy Ghost 
to her. She had never been to a 
Protestant church in her life. 

Aren’t we serving a wonderful 
God and isn’t He good to His chil- 
dren? We are prone to take too 
much for granted. Again I ask your 
forgiveness in being so tardy with 
this report of such a great miracle. 
I took a trip to heaven in my 
unconscious state. You could not 
ever begin to realize the love, the 
wonderfulness of it all.

Path Grows Brighter 
After Seventy-one Years 


ROANOKE, Ala. — My father 
died when I was seven years old. 
I had to work hard on the field 
and never had a school book bought 
for me. I had attended church a 
few times but no one had ever 
called my name in prayer or tried 
to get me saved. When I was ten 
years old I was in the field picking 
cotton when God spoke to my 
heart. I felt like a sinner lost away 
from God. I ogee to pray to God 
to move away the stone that was 
in my pathway and let my feet 
turn toward Him. I can’t tell how 
Jesus made Himself known to me. 
I never knew that there was a 
Jesus until that ie That was a 
happy day when He kissed my 
tears away and I stepped into the 
lifeboat with Him. I had an altar 
in back of the field where I prayed 
when my heart would get heavy. 
I would wy until I was shouting 
happy. at was the only meeting 
that I went to, other than the 
few times I got to go to a church. 
Jesus was real to me. 

In 1908 I was afflicted with a 
bad case of asthma and for years 
I had acute indigestion. The doctor 
said I could not live without an 
operation. My husband called the 
doctor every two weeks and I did 
not live a day without taking some 
kind of drug. I would vomit until 
the blood ran out of my mouth. 
I did not know anything about 
holiness or healing. I never had 
heard about it, but I had bought 
a 10c Testament. I read in that 
little Book about Paul sending out 
aprons and handkerchiefs to the 
sick and they were healed. One 
day after a long time of suffering, 
I went into the woods and prayed 
and there God met with me and 
healed my body. I went to the 
house and threw all of my medi- 
cine away. I want you to know 
that I am still healed today. When 
God speaks, it is done. When He 
commands, it stands. Ever since, 
I have been able to eat anything 
I want and just as much as I 
want. That suffering has never 
come back on me. 

At that time I did not know that 
there was such a thing as the 
Holy Ghost. In 1911 I was alone 


in my room praying and God sanc- 
tified me. I knew it was real. He 
cleaned me up from habits and 
worldly dress. In 1912 I was in 
my room praying again and I had 
never seen — receive the Holy 
Ghost. I had found the Holy Ghost 
meeting by this time and April 9, 
1912, I received the Holy Ghost and 
spoke in tongues. Then my heart 
was satisfied after many years of 
that awful hunger in my soul. He 
that dwelleth in the secret place 
of the most high shall abide under 
the shadow of the Almighty. That 
secret place is alone in prayer with 
God. He has promised them a long 
life and joy and happiness. As I 
send in my testimony I am now 
71 years of age and the path grows 
brighter as I travel along amidst 
the toils of this life. This hidden 
peace flows on my weary soul. No 
longer am I sad and alone. It will 
pay us to live alone with God in 
his presence of fullness and Joy.
